Klan Heads Blamed 
In Colorado Man’s 
Death from Beating 


Pueblo, Colo.—Suits totaling $100,- 
000 were filed here recently agajnst 
Dr. Hiram Wesley Evans, imperial! 
wizard of the Ku Klux Klan, and a 


group of local men, in connection with 
the death July 31, 1926, of John 
Brown, a Klansman, who, according 
to the suits, died of bodily injuries 
suffered after he tried to withdraw 
from the organization. 

The suits, which came on a 
when Evans made a vicious attack on 
the Catholic Church and Alfred E. 
Smith, Governor of New York, at a 
Pueblo meeting, are brought by Mary 
Brown, widow of the Klansman, and 
her sixteen-month-old daughter Juan- 


ita. They say that Brown on July 30, 
1926, attended a Klan meeting at a 
dry reservoir two miles north of 


Pueblo, at which it is alleged he told 
the Klan officials he was withdrawing 
from the organization. The plaintiffs 
allege that he was attacked, beaten 
and suffered bodily injuries, from 
which he died the next night. 

A score or more of Pueblo citizens 
are inclided in the group of indi- 
vidual defendants, named in the suits 
Dr. Evans.
